GRANITE CITY — A 3-inch 
rainfall put low-lying parts of 
the Quad City area under water 
for a time Monday, filling up 
drainage ditches, storm sewers, 
holding ponds, streets, and, in 
seme instances, basements. 

“Every ditch was topped up to 

brim,” said Walter “Shang” 
Greathouse, executive ditector of 
the Metro East Sanitary District. 
“I haven't seen those ditches 
that high in six or seven years. 

“It was only a 3-inch rain,” he 
said. “If it had been six inches, 
we'd have been buried."’ 

Greathouse said the water in 
the ditches dropped three feet 
between 16- a.m. and 2:30 p.m. 
Monday. Begqause it did not rain 
bard ‘again Monday night, 
ditches were largely back down 
to normal by Tuesday morning. 

“All our lines are full,” said 
Mac Warfield, superintendent of 
the Granite City Street Depart- 
ment, which is responsible for 


sewers. He said the water start: 
ed receding at about 11:15 a.m 
Monday. 

Even Mayor Von Dee Cruse 
had water in his basement. “I’ve 
spent all day on this,” he said 
Monday afternoon, “I justi got 
finished vacuuming. 

A_spokesman for IHinois Pow- 
er Co. said the storm caused no 
problems for the utility. . 

Cable television was interrupt- 
ed during Sunday night's thun- 
derstorm, viewers said. 

Part of 20th Street alongside 
Granite City Sféel was under at 
least 12 inches of water at noon 
Monday. Parts of Pontoon Road 
were flooded and closed for a 
time. Also innundated was a 
yard at Kinder Lane and East 
Chain of Rocks Road. ‘Phe lawn 
of cry Temple Church on 
Maryville Road was flooded, as 
were big areas of Wilson Park. 

Many other ‘streets, too 
numerous to mention, suffered 
severe flooding problems, and 
police and street department

ANITE CITY — With the 

ng of DARE (Drag Abuse 
Resistance Education). at the 
elementary school level and such 
programs as SADD (Students 
Against Drunk~ Drivingy, Empa- 
thy and Snowball at the high 
school level, only_the junior-high 
schools lack anti-drug programs.

A training group from Nation- 
al Training Associates_in-Sebas™ 
topol, Calif:, willbe on hand to 
work with the students to help 
them learn~about themselves 
and how to relate to others. The 
frfiners travel all over the coun- 
try for such programs, Haug 
said. 

The 86 students will be divided 
into 19 groups, each led by a 
junior high teacher and a senior 
from the high school Empathy 
group. 

“The idea is for the group to 
develop a closeness and learn to 
function as a tearh,” Haug said. 


Empathy is_a peer-helper _ 
group. Youngsters are given 
training in listening, problem 
solving, drug education. and 
when to refer fellow students 
elsewhere, Haug said. 

“There are certain problems 
that the students shouldn’t deal 
with on their own,”’ Haug said. 

Ideally, an Empathy member 
would work with the. younger 
students to establish “similar 
peer groups at Grigsby and Coo- 
lidge junior highs, Haug said. f 

Haug said drug abuse is_'a 
common problem at the junior 
high level. 

“‘Some students I’ve worked 
with have told me their .prob- 


lems began in junior high or 
even in sixth grade,’” Haug said.

Cou nty’s task force targets 911 


EDWARDSVILLE — The 
Madison County 911 Task Force 
has launched a public awareness 
cafnpaign to promote passage of 
the April 4 referendum on creat- 
ing a 911 emergency call system. 

Legislative Committee Chair- 


man Alan J. Dunstan, D-Tray, ° 


said the task force has endorsed 
the creation of an enhanced 911 
emergency telephone system for 
Madison County. 

if the referendum passes by a 
simple majority, Madison County 
will implement the three-digit 
emergency system countywide. 

Enhanced 911 is a system 
which serves many cities 
throughout the nation. In many 
communities, when police, fire 
or emergency medical help is 
n to protect lives or prop- 
erty, 911 is the number to call. 


Currently, Madison County 
residents outside of Edwardsville 
and Highland do not have 911 
service at all, and citizens of 
those two communities do not 
have’ enhanced 911 — service, 
which provides dispatchers with 
potentially life-saving informa- - 
tion about the caller. 

The majority of county _resi- 
dents must choose from more 
than 65 seven-digit telephone 
numbers in an emergency 
Looking up the proper phone 
mumber can cost precious time 
when seconds are of the essence, 
Dunstan said. 

If the referendum passes, resi- 
dents will pay a 65-cent’ sur- 
charge on their telephone bills 
per month per telephone line. 
After. the initial equipment is 
paid for, the surcharge will be 


reduced to over only the main- 
tenance of the system. — 

It will take 24 to 36 months for 
the 911 phone system to become 
operational after referendum 
passage. 

The 911 system will be man- 
aged by an Emergency Tele- 
phone System Board appointed 
by the Madison County Board. 

Board members wiil be repre- 
sentatives of emergency services 
throughout the county. The sys- 
tem will cover all parts of the 
county, including unincorporated 
areas.

Vest did not return a phone 

call Monday, but Mucci said 
both doctors expect to appeal. 
. Vest was accused of: giving the 
65-year-old Ferguson 2,450. 
“Rads” of radiation without first 
giving her the proper medical 
workup. She received external 
beam therapy without first being 
diagnosed as having cancer; lat- 
er medical evidence determined 
the woman was cancer-free, said 
Mateyka. 

The judgment is one of the 
largest ever for this kind of 
case, he said. “To us it was a 
very big case,” Mateyka said. 

The trial began in -the court- 
room of Circuit Judge Nicholas 
Byron on Feb. 23 and judgment 
was returned. by the ‘jury_last 
Wednesday night.

A recent survey of our local 
organization’s scholarship pr 
gram was made for the IJlinoi 
Federation. Two of the questions 
on the survey were 1) How 
many persons have received 
scholardhips. and 2) What is the 
total amount of funds given? 

In 1956, our first scholarship, 
named the Pearl Ryckman 
Scholarship after one of our 
presidents, was given to a grad- 
uating senior girl from our local 
high school. From 1956 to 1970, 
the awards were $350. In 1971, 
they were increased to $500 and 
in 1982, they were increased to 
$700. We have always given full 
scholarships except for the last 
several years.

ships which total $13,700 

The Verna Lengyel Scholar- 
ship, named for a past president, 
was established in 1972. This 
award is given to a local BPW 
member who wishes to advance 
her education in the field of her 
choice. Each award given is for 
$200 and is to be applied to 
tuition and /or books Phe funds 
are sent directly to the school 
where the applicant is enrolled. 
This year we are pleased to give 





a $300 scholarship. 

Seventeen of our BPW Schol- 
arship was established in 1978 
for non-BPW members. The 
scholarship was available to any 
working woman residing in the 
area served by the Illinois Fed- 
eration of BPW Clubs, with pri- 
ority given those residing here 

The applicant had to be offi- 
cially enrolled in school (funds 
were sent directly to the school » 
The awards were given to a per- 
son whose studies involved the 
area of study designated by the 
Scholarship Fund Trustees 
These areas of study included 
health, finance, sales, etc. 

The awards were for $200 and 
were to be used toward tuition 
and/or books.

In contrast, this 
account is tax-free, and families 
would be able to draw on it at 
any time without penalty as long

The bill is also similar to an 
IRA in allowing families to 
establish the account at banks 
and savings institutions where, 
as it matures; it serves as a 
source of investment capital to 
fuel the private economy.

New hiring guidelines at BAC

BELLEVILLE — Responding 
to questions and sometimes criti- 
cisms from Belleville Area Col- 
lege board members concefning 
hiring policies at-the college, 
BAC administrators have 
devised a new set of guidelines 
for hiring full-time faculty and 
staff members. 

The board members were told 
of the guidelines at their meet- 
ing March 15. A vote wasn't 
required, since they are guide- 
lines and not licies, said BAC 
President Joe Cipfl 

Cipfl said the procedures 
became effective immediately. 

The new guidelines cover all 
four areas of the hiring process: 
recruitment, screening, selection 
and approval. Under the proce- 
dures, a job vacancy would be 
filled within 45 to 69 days 

Larry Friederich, the college's 
personnel director, said the 
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guidelines are a response, in 
part, to questions and concerns 
raised in the past by BAC board 
members about haw college 
employees were hired. 

“I think some boar@ members 

uestioned whether different 

partments hired people the 
same way," Friederich said. 

He said the guidelines’ main 
purpose will be to ensure consis 
tency among the procedures 
used by all department heads 
they complete the hiring f¢ 
cess. 

Friederich said the guidelines 
are almost exactly the same, in 
terms of content, as the hiring 
procedures previously followed, 

“We just wanted to make sure 
people at all three campuses 
were following the same proce- 
dures,’ Friederich said. 

BAC board member Ted 
Farmer, who has criticized hir- 
ing practices in the past, said he 
is ple%sed with the new guide- 
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lines 

“Yes, I'm happy with the hir- 
ing procedures,” Farmer said, 
“In the past, it was very incon- 
sistent and very subjective.”’ 

Cipfl, however, played down 
the idea that the new guidelines 
were created to correct past hir- 
ing inconsistencies. 

“It’s not a reaction to a prob- 
lem, but a response to a need,” 
Cipfl said. 

He said the guidelines were 
created to comply wath equal 
mployment opportunity legisla- 
tion, collective bargaining agree- 
ments and existing college poli- 
cies and procedures 

Cipfl said the guidelines will 
guarantee that BAC hires only 
the best faculty and staff mem

Spaghetti and other pastas, 
breads ‘and other cereal prod- 
ucts, and starchy vegetables 
such as potatoes are all good 
sources of complex carbohydrate 
or starch. 

With a good physical training 
regime and adequate nutrition 
during the entire week, the ath- 
lete should store up enough mus- 
cle glycogen for up to two hours’ 
worth of vigorous activity.

If you have cabinet knobs or 
door-handles that rattle every 
time you pass them, ‘or if the 
handles -on an old seem 
come off whenever you are in a 
hurry, find a spot for “thardware 
replacement” on your household 
job list. : 

Every home has_ hardware 
hassles that need a little atten- 
tion from time to time. After 
years of use, handles always 
seem to break or come loose at 
the worst possible moment. I 
recommend that you take a look 
around your home and fix a few 
of these “‘problems in waiting.” 

If you are just replacing your 
hardware, remember that’ han- 
dies, knobs, pulls and catches 
come in ali shapes and sizes 
When you go to the store, take 
along your old hardware to be 
certain you buy’ exdctly what 
you need. If you are ready for a 
change, there are certain types 
of hardware that may work bet- 
ter than otherg on your particu- 
lar piece of furniture or style of 
door. Choose carefully 

If I decide to put on new han- 
dies, knobs or pulls, I often drill 
new holes in the door ‘or d 
front. Chances are that the. old, 
loose hardware including the 
screws have worn away some of 
the wood from the original holes 
New holes will help give the new 
hardware a firm seating 

I generally use plastic wood to 
fill in the old holes. Color the 
dried filler material with a sim- 
ple child's crayon or mixture of 








crayon colors and blend it with a 
finger to_match_your-wood-tone~ 
process will make the old 
holes almost invisible to the eye. 
Hardware comes in.a variety 
of _ colors and materials, -from 
plastic to metal to wood and 
more, which make the-decorat- 
ing possibilities almost endless. 

I prefer to position handles, 
pulls or knobs just above the 
center line on a drawer; and I 
generally install two if the draw- 
er is mor® than 18 to 20 inches 
wide. ~ 

Your drawer pulls may have 
broken or come loose because of 
the friction: between the drawer 
and the glides. Check your draw- 
er glides. I use paraffin wax to 
keep drawer runners, especially 
wooden ones, sliding smoothly. 

If you want to install catches 
to help keep the doors closed, I 
recommend you locate the catch 
as close as possible to the* out- 
side edge of the door where 
hands will open it. This will 
‘eliminate any undue pressure on 
the hardware. 

Finally, when selecting hard- 
ware, keep in mind the use that 
the cabinet will have. Typically, 
rubber or roHer catches are the 
least noisy and most durable. If 
you have children, this may be a 
good opportunity for you to 
install safety latches with finger 
accesses to guard against poi- 
soning

With limited indoor space 
where plants can be grown in 
normal! light, I resort to my 
basement, where I ‘keep the 
plants under artificial light for 
14 to 16 hours each day through 
the winter. A number of these 
now are growing actively and 
are ready for cuttings to be 
en, = 

Cuttings should be taken only 
from healthy, insect-free plants, 
and if a flowering type, from 
ones noted for heavy flowering. 
Select stock that is 4 to 6 inches 
long and cut just below a leaf: 
node. Remoye up to one-third of 
the lower leaves- and any flower- 
ing parts. 

Cuttings of many types of 
plants can be rooted in water, 
though this is not the best meth- 


od. When rooting occurs, usually . 


in a week or two, the plant is 
ready for potting into a contain- 
er. 

This method has one major 
drawback. Roots need oxygen 
Cuttings in. water develop thick 
white roots that enable them to 
absorb oxygen from the water 
When the cuttings are moved 
into the growing media, they 
must start growing normal roots 
to absorb oxygen from the air in 
the media. Plants suffer a 
severe setback and the problem 
is not corrected until adequate 
roots develop. 


The ideal method is to root 
cuttings in a mixture of 3 parts 
horticultural perlite and 1 part 


sphagnum peat moss. The size of

mined by the number of cuttings 
to be rooted in:it. It is best not 
to mix different types of plants 
because they will root at differ- 
ent times... 

A rooting hormone may be 
used according to label direc- 
tions to ensure better, quicker 
results. 

Insert the cuttings in the 
media so that about 2 inches of 
the stems are covered. Cuttings 
may be placed relatively close 
together. Grow cuttings in an 
area that receives strong light 
from the sun, or under artificial 
lights, with the source of light as 
close to the plants as possible 
without scorching of the tops 
occurring. Ideally, the tempera- 
ture should be 70 degrees. 

Keep thé humidity high by 
misting occasionally or by plac- 
ing the containers in plastic bags 
until roots have developed. 

When well-rooted, pot cuttings 
into temporary containers or 
directly into hanging baskets or 
other permanent containers for 
growing on until ready to place 
outdoors, Plants should be given 
regular feedings of liquid fertiliz- 
er for best development 

Consider taking more cuttings

They must stay dry, so they 
only should be wiped with a 
clean towel instead of thorough- 
ly washed between batches. 
Wash only in warm water, then 
completely dry in the air! Just 
pour the melted chocolate into 
the mold without any greasing 
or any other préparation

= OKs Redbird, Opera bus routes

The Bi-State Development 
feency:: will resume Municipal 
Opera bus service in St, Louis 
County one day a week this sum- 
mer after a seven-year hiatus. 

The Bi-State board of directors 
on March 3 authorized the bus 
company to. operate the piany. 

Express on W ys during 
the Muny season, and the Red- 
bird Express buses in-both Ili- 
nois_and Missouri during St. 
Louis Cardinals baseball games, 
said communications director 
Tom Sturgess. 

The Muny Express has contin- 
ued to operate in Dlinois, where 
transit tricts in Madison and 
St. Clair counties underwrite the 
special express lines. St. Louis 
city and county and the Lilinois 
counties gain funding from 
transportation sales taxes levied 
in their jurisdictions. 

Bi-State commissioners also 
voted Friday to maintain the 
$1.25 fare charged commuters 
who ride the Metroliner coach 
buses that serve 10 express 
routes in-St. Louis County. When 
the coach buses were introduced 
last fall, Bi-State commissioners 
authorized. an ‘“‘introductory”’ 
fare of $1.25, which would 
increase to $1.50 on March 1. 

But Harold Dielmann, chair- 
man of the St. Louis County 
Transportation Commission, a 
13-member citizens panel which 
recommends to the St. Louis 
County Council -how revenues 
from the county’s half-cent 
transportation sales tax should 
be spent, asked Bi-State not to 
raise the fare 

he (transportation) commis- 


sion strongly feels a 
increase of any amount will, in_ 
effect, kill this program,” he 
said in mid-February in a letter 
to Bi-State. 

Bi-State commissioners Friday 
greed not to raise the fare, 

though they instructed Bi-State 
executive director -R. hioagr 
D’Adamv to re-examine t 
Metroliner fare in August or 
September to determine if an 

se is needed. 

The Metroliner buses are simi- 
jar to‘over-the-road coach buses 
operated by companies like 
Greyhound. - 

Bi-State officials predict the 
smoother ride and the airline- 
like amenities, such as individu- 
al heating/cooling vents and 
reading lights, will coax some 
commuters out of their cars. 

So far, the five routes that 
have had Métroliner buses the 
longest, about four months, have 

posted ridership gains of 9 per- 
bent, Bi-State executives said. 


For the Muny and Redbird : 


express lines, which only operate 
during the spring and summer, 
Bi-State sought bids from pri- 
vate bus companies. 

But Bi-State decided to oper 
ate the special lines with its 
es and personnel when its own 
bid of $89,907 was substantially 
below the only other bid, a 
$210,982 quote by Mid-America 
Coaches, Sturgess said 

The Muny expresses were dis- 
continued in St. Louis County in 
1982 because of low ridership, 
Officials have said. 

But last summer, the county 
transportation commission sug- 
gested that Bi-State consider 
once again serving the Muny 
with buses 


The Muny service tentatively 
is scheduled to erate between 
the Muny and ee locations, 
the Doubletree Hotel & Confer- 
ence Center _in_-Chesterfield, 
Northwest Plaza in St. Ann and 
the South County Shopping Cen- 
ter. 

Final plans await ‘input front 
the county transportation com-- 
mission, Sturgess said. 

The Doubletree bus probably, 
would make a stop in Frontenac 
and the Northwest Plaza bus 
probably would make a pickup 
at the Jewish Community Center 
Association complex at Lind- 
bergh and Schuetz Road, said 
Jim Farrell, an aide to County 
Executive Gene McNary.

You have to give us credit — 
American. consumers are a 
remarkably adaptable lot. “So 
what if the price tag on a new 
car these days equals the one om 
a _house just a‘ few years 0? 
We're still able to buy new cars. 

~We’ve found a clever way to 
cope with the dramatic price 
increases. We simply take out 
longer loans. Abracadabra! The 
price goes up, but the monthly 
payments stay about the same. 

As I said, “give us credit — 

lots and lots of credit. 

Two-year and three-year car 
loans used to be the norm. 
Today, five- and even six-year 
loans are common. In fact, two- 
thirds of the loans made by-Gen- 
eral Motors Acceptance Corp. 
‘and Ford Motor Credit are for 60 
months or more. 

But now ‘everyone, from lend 
ers to individ car buyers, is 
wondering if extended-length 
Joans are so clever after all. Car 
buyers who signed on the dotted 
line for these long-term loans 
are beginning to realize that. it 
takes a lot longer than before to 
reach a positive equity position 
in their cars. es 

As soon as a shiny new car 
leaves the dealer's lot, it plunges 
in value like Christmas orna- 
ments on Dec. 26. The typical 
car depreciates by 25 to 35 per- 
cent in its first two or three 
years on the road. Because of 
that precipitous decline, a car 
will be worth less for a while 


than the loan amount against it. 

-Thus, the owner is ‘‘upside 
down,”’-as- they-say-in-the-busi- 
ness. 

_. When you take a shorteér- 
length loan, after just a year or 
so of making payments, your 
car’s value will be-worth more 
than you owe on it. With a 
long-term loan however, you 
could be upside down for two, 
three or four years. And therein 
lies the rub. If during that time 
you tire of the beast and you 
want to trade it in on another 
‘car, you will be in the frustrat- 
ing situation of owing more on 
your car than it is worth. 

Some car owners have a sim- 
ple solution to the dilemma. 
They stiff the lender. That’s one 
reason why General Motors 
répossesséd some 143,000 cars 
and trucks last year, or about 
three times more than it repos- 
‘sessed five years_ago.
